► Site of Early 
Civilization

The spade of the archeologist 
has brought to light from among 
the pine trees near Flagstaff, Ari¬ 
zona, beautifully environed Elden 
pueblo, the walls of which have 
been hidden for centuries under 
low mounds of stone and earth. 
This name was selected by Doc¬ 
tor Fewkes because of its prox¬ 
imity to Elden Mountains. 

From the cemetery of Elden 
pueblo, Dr. J. Walter Fewkes, 
chief of the bureau of American 
ethnology of the Smithsonian In¬ 
stitute, has recovered a remark¬ 
able collection of prehistoric pot¬ 
tery. It includes 300 perfect ves¬ 
sels, and fragments which can be 
repaired of as many more. 

The pottery includes cooking 
utensils, seed jars, dippers, ladles, 
food bowls and some very unusual 
animal effigies. The most striking 
effigy figure the Hopi identified 
as resembling an antelope. This 
elaborately decorated effigy bowl 
found with a skeleton would indi¬ 
cate that the burial was that of 
a priest and that the bowl was a 
► acred one. 

The pueblo whose inhabitants 
made this pottery was a metrop¬ 
olis of the Southwest centuries 
before the coming of the white 
man. When Doctor Fewkes un¬ 
dertook its excavation last May 
the site gave little promise of 
a buried building, but as the re¬ 
sult of a summer’s work it now 
stands out as a rectangular en¬ 
closure measuring 145 by 125 feet 
and containing forty or more 
chambers. In its original state it 
rose two stories, but the roofs and 
floors of the upper stories have 
long since fallen in and the high¬ 
est section of the wall still stand¬ 
ing measures only eight feet from 
the base. 

The outer wall is solid, without 
windows or doors. To enter his 
house the Elden pueblo dweller 
had to climb the wail by ladders 
and through a hatchway descend 
to the lower story. These blank 
outer walls were undoubtedly a 
pratective arrangement to keep 
out enemies and when besieged 
defended themselves from the 
roofs with rude weapons. 

The pueblo contains one large 
room about thirty-two feet square, 
with rounded corners. A raised 
banquette on the inner wall was 
.probably designed for seats. There 
is a fireplace in the center and 
on one side a ventilator for sup¬ 
plying fresh air. This was un¬ 
doubtedly the ceremonial room of 
the pueblo.

were they who 
built and lived in this metropolis 
so many centuries ago ? The ma¬ 
sonry is very crude and indicates 
the early stages of pueblo build¬ 
ing. The pottery is predominantly 
white with black geometric de¬ 
signs in the interior—a form typ¬ 
ical of the old Hopi. There still 
exist vague legends among the 
Hopi Indians indicating that Elden 
pueblo was one of the homes ol 
their ancestors. It is probable, 
therefore, that the pueblo was 
built by one of the groups or an¬ 
cestral clans of the modern com¬ 
posite Hopi Indians. 

When the pueblo was inhabited 
or why abandoned—whether be¬ 
cause enemies stole the crops or 
because the water supply gave out 
or for some other reason — are 
facts which can only be roughly 
conjectured. 

Doctor Fewkes reinforced the 
adobe used as concrete by the 
builders with cement and took all 
other possible steps to protect the 
pueblo walls in withstanding the 
ravages of the elements, in order 
that they may continue to reveal 
something of the life of prehisto¬ 
ric Americans to the modern tour¬ 
ist and sightseer.

Santa Anita 
Dam Nears 
Completion

Completion of the concrete work 
on the Big Santa Anita dam, three 
miles northeast of Sierra Madre, 
is predicted for the next three or 
four weeks by Bradley Metcalf, 
resident engineer. Mr. Metculf is 
in general charge of the work for 
the county Hood control depart¬ 
ment, with a staff of inspectors 
under him. The construction work 
is handled by the ltoss Construc¬ 
tion Company, with Ralph Bell us 
superintendent. A force averag¬ 
ing ubout fifty men is employed 
on the job. 

The illustrations presented above 
give an excellent idea of the 
status of the dam as it was about 
ten days ago. The picture on the 
left shows the upstream face of 
the dam looking dow'ii from the 
level of the automobile road where 
the concrete-mixing equipment is 
located. The picture on the right 
shows the downstream face of the 
dam. The lower picture shows 
the dam as seen from Clark’s 
Halfway House on the Sturtewunt 
Trail, with the automobile road, 
mixing plant and shops above the 
dam on the left hand side of the 
cunyon. 

When completed the dam will be 
225 feet high, its crest will lie 
000 feet in length, following the 
curve. It will be .>00 feet in a 
straight line from end to end. At 
its base the dam will be 50 feet 
in thickness, and at its top the 
thickness will be seven feet. A 
coping at the crown wilt widen 
this to ten feet. 

The dam is built without steel 
reinforcementt, the compression 
due to the upstream arch form

try because the manufacturer has Men able 
to create a national demand through adver¬ 
tising, which enables the local merchant to 
keep these standard goods in stock. 

Advertising gives the public information 
as to the latest developments in science and 
industry. The motor car came with a rush 
because it was advertised. So with the 
radio, the mechanica piano player, the talk¬ 
ing machine, the safety razor. 

New industries, providing employment to 
multitudes of people, are made possible thru 
advertising, and established industries are 
stabilized and expanded. A conspicuous 
example is the pink salmon industry of the 
northwest. Men saw the possibilities of 
developing this industry if they could create 
a market. They undertook an extensive 
campaign of newspaper advertising this 
year with the result that they increased the 
sales for the first six months of 1926 over 
those of the first six months of 1925 by 
445 per cent.
